Claims 1-24 are allowed because the prior art does nor disclose or suggest a 
wristwatch comprising a casing with top and bottom parts, an upper housing formed as 
an integral unit with transparent top and. bottom panels , drive shaft means extending 
through the bottom panel, means for releasably securing the upper housing to the top 
part of the casing, the drive means releasably coupled to the drive shaft, a replaceable 
watch face situated below the bottom transparent panel and above the casing top part. 
The Nunes appears to be the closest prior art; however the reference lacks the upper 
housing positioned atop the top of the casing (claim 1), the drive means of the 
movement releasably coupled to the drive shaft (claims 1 and 21 ), the means for 
releasably securing the upper housing to the casing top part and the replaceable watch 
face situated above the casing top part (claims 19-20).
